Among other suggestions

(1) The dispatch of no UN

Vions by Imre Nagy's govern- 
mecit with a UN guarantee for 
members’ safety; 

(3) UN gifts and loans. to 
the Nagy government to enable 
it to repalr the damage caus¢d 
by the Communist “dictatorship” 
and by foreign intervention; 
ard, ' 

(4) The expulsion of tho pre- 
sent Hungarian delegation from 
the UN until these measures 
became operative, and the re- 
cognition of Madame Kethiy as 
Hungarian delegato ia her 
capacity as the only member of 
the legal Hungarian government 
living in @ {reo country, 


ONLY LEGAL GOVT 


She said that the Imre Nagy 
government remained the only 
Jegal government under the 
Hungarian Constitution, which 
provided that no new govern- 
ment could take over until the 
previous government resigned. 

Nagy's government hag never 
resigned and could not. ‘have 
done so as the members * ‘had 
been removed. by force, she 
said. : 

She accused; the  Sovi 
Union of kidnapping the got- 
ernment and preventing «hem 
from exercising their powers. 

The Hungarian minister ac- 
cused the Sovict forces of. con- 
centrating its attacks against the 
Hungarian youth, and spoke of 
mass exccutlons and deporta- 
tions, . : 

She said that this- was the 
reftson why so many ‘young 


people had fled the country. os}: 


refugees, and sald that. 70 ‘per- 
cent of them were under’ 30, 
while 50. percent were.aged be- 
tween 16 and 26. ‘ 

The result of this mass exodus 
of young workers and students 
would bo to threaten the future 
of the country, sho declared,

Mr Lawrence Leong appeared 
for Lam yesterday to ask for a 
reduction of sentence, 

Giving the Court's decision 
this morning, the Chief Justice 
said that the evidence indicated 
that the sccused had been de- 
serted by her husband and was 
apparently without support. 
The Court appreciated that Lam 
was in a very difficult position; 
on the other hand the attack 
was a viclous one — five 
slashes on the face near the 
eyes, leaving permanent scars, 
and it seemed to have been 
premeditated,
